Washington, September 19.—The navy de- 
partment is rushing preparations for the 
start of the big battleships Oregon und 
lowa to Honolulu and orders have been 
_gent*to the New York navy yard to have 
the mechanics work overtime on those 
ehips. The purpose is to have them start on 
their long voyage by the end of tne pres- 
ent month, and according ta the department 
calculations they will arrive at their desti- 
nation by the en@ of January. There is 
littie effort now to conceal the fact that 
the department will have the ships met at 
“Honolulu by a dispatch boat with orders to 
turn their prows westward to Manila. 

Battleships of this Character are not 
needed to keep the Filipino insurgents in 
order, and their assembling at Manila in 
conjunction with the dispatch of heavy re- 
enforcements of troops for the American 
land forces cannot but be regarded as sig-

_ Sch, for instance, is the gathering 
of naval vessels to the south of the 
Philippine group, the only explanation 
of which, coming from native sources, 
it is true, but still bearing marks of 
genuineness, is a purpose of acquiring 
either by seizure or by some secret 
pact with the Spanish government the 
important island of Palawan. 

This particular island forms one cide of 
the gateway through which must pass all 
of the extensive commerce that flows be- 
tween Australia, Micronesia and southern 
China. The passage is narrow and if the 
islands of the Philippine group are to be 
retained, outside of Luzon, this island of 
Palawan must be Kept as forming one side 
of the gateway. It is gathered that it is 
the purpose of the president therefore to 
prevent the alienation by Spain of any of 
the Philippine group and that these prepa- 
fations, naval as well as military, are but 
Steps toward the execution of his purpose. 

With the additfon of his fleet of the bat- 
tleships Admiral Dewey will have a force 
Only second to that of Great Britain in 
eastern waters, while on shore General Otis 
will have a more numerous army than any 
European power save Russia.

Attituce of the Natives. 
New York, September 19.—The following 
dispatch has been received at the office 
here of the Associated Press: 


‘Manila, Philippines, September 19.— 
The Filipino government desires to in- 
form the Amer.can government and the 
people that the many rumors circulated 
regurding the strained rela‘ions between 
the Filipino and American forces are 
base, malicious slanders of the enemy 
of both parties; are without foundation 
or truth and are circulated for the pur- 
pose of prejudicing the appeal of the 
Filip'nos for their release from the op- 
pression and cruelty of Spain. _ 

The relations of our people wifh your 
country have been and will continue to 
be of the most friendly nature, and we 
have withdrawn gur forces from the sub- 
urbs of Manila as <.* additional evidence 
of our confidence tn the great Ameri- 
can republic. AGUINALDO., 


INSURGENTS KEEP IN SHAPE. 


Aguinaldo’s Army Is Shaping | 


for Good, Hard Service. 

LonGon, September 20.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the in- 
surgents, urged by constant rumors of the 
intention of the America to re-establish 
Spanish rule in the archipelago, continue 
actively recruiting their army. Hundreds 
from Manila are enlisting daily and troops 
are being drilled everywhere. Great dili- 
gence is exhibited in imitating the Ameri- 
can formation and manual, particularly in 
valley firing. Entrenchments im certain 
positions are being strengthened and a vig- 
ilant line of pickets is kept outside the sr- 
burbs. 

At the same time the attitude of the in- 
Surgents is much more friendly than it was 
before the evacuation. 

Several thousand rifles have recently been 
landed and four new Maxims have also 
been received. The provincial leaders are 
paying into the insurgent treasury a cer- 
tain portion of the fund captured from con- 
vents, professing to reserve the remainder 
for the payment of their troops. By this 
means, they keep practically independent 
of the central authority, preserving the in- 
tegrity of their own command. A general 
occupying one rich province sent to Aguin- 
aldo $35,000 in cash last week. 

The agitation among the insurgents is 
stimulated by the clerical party, which 
uses every effort to influence the natives 
against American occupation. Evidence 
to this effect is absolutely trustworthy, al- 
though Archbishop Dozal and other prom- 
inent ecclesiastics strenuously deny all 
knowledge of such action and solemnly 
disclaim personal participation in it. 

Strikes in all industries are becoming 
more extensive daily, and the labor ques- 
tion is fast growing serious. The Ameri- 
cans unwisely continue to pay three times 
the usual wages, causing discontent to 
Spread rapidly in every class of workmen. 
All manufacturers are much hampered; 
the tramways are frequently stopped and 
railway operations are seriously crippled, 
and a discontinuance of the service is 
threatened. The strikers naturally drift 
into the insurgent ranks, and consequently 
labor. dj@8BFBancés are not discouraged by 
the leadefs.. The news from Washington 
that the battleships Oregon and Iowa have 
been ordered here and that 60,000 tons of 
coal would be shipped immediately, is in- 
terpreted by the Americans as proof of 
the intention of the government to hold 
the island ef Luzon. 

Nothing important is reported from the 
insurgent ‘congress, which holds sessions 
daily at Malolos. The chief element of 
cohesion is confessedly the fear of the re- 
turn of Spanish domination. If the insur- 
gents should receive reasonable assur- 
ances of a pérmanent foreign occupation, I 
believe the disintegration of the revolu- 
tionary government would be speedy and 
complete. 

The Spanish prisoners are now rigorously 
confined within the limits of the walled 
town. There is much overcrowding in 
the small area, and it is impossible in the 
crowded quarters, in the absence of the 
proper appliances, to improve the present 
unsatisfactory sanitary conditions. The 
urgent necessity for removing the prison- 
ers is recognized by the authorities, but 


no remedy is in sight, and the health of | 


the American troops and the prisoners is 
seriously threatened. Nearly 10 per cent 
of the former are already on the sick list. 


POISON IN AGUINALDO’S SOUP. 


Attempt To Kill Insurgent Leader Is 
Detected Just in Time. 
Manila, September 19.—The Republica 


Filipina asserts that an attempt was made 
to poison Aguinaldo on Friday night. A 
steward, it is alleged, saw @ Spanish pris- 
oner who had been allowed his freedom, 
make a movement which appeared like 
tampering with a bowl of soup intended 
for \Aguinaldo, whereupon the steward 
tasted a spoonful of the soup, and fell 
dead, 

Bleven Franciscan friars are alleged to 
have been engaged in the conspiracy. 

The populace, is is further said, attempt- 
ed to lynch all the Spanish prisoners, but 
Aguinaldo intervened, 

At Saturday’s session: of the national 
assembly, it appears Aguinaldo was at- 
sent, but his representative related the 
story of the outrage to the members, who 
unanimously adopted the chairman’s pro- 
posal that they all go to Aguina)do’s 
house, express sympathy with him, and 
congratulate him upon his escape,

TROOPS START TO CUBA SOON 


ADMINISTRATION WILL SEND 40,- 
000 MEN TO LAWTON.

First Installment of 10,000 Soldiers 
Will Leave the States Early 
Next Month.

Washington, September 19.~-It is the pres- 
ent intentfon of the administration to send 
to Cuba as a garrison force for the island 
about 40,000 troops in addition to the force 
now in Santiago under command of Gen- 
eral Lawton. 

The organizations which are to com- 
prise the Cuban. garrison have not all been 
designated yet, but it is ‘assured that at 
least half of them will be volunteers. 

Within two weeks orders Will be issued 
for the movement to Cuba of the first 10,- 
000 of the permanent garrison, and it is 
the expectation now that they will sail 
from the United States about October 10th. 
These troops will be followed quickly by 
others until the entire force of 40,000 has 
been established on the island. 

It is not the intention of the administra- 
tion to await the evacuation of the island 
by the Spanish forces before sending Unit- 
ed States troops to Cuba, as the indica- 
tions now are that it may be. several 
months before the Cuban commissioners 
complete their work. Quite naturally, a 
considerable number of Spanish troops will 
remain on the island until the arrange- 
ments for the relinquishment of Spanish 
sovereignty over it formally have been 
concluded. 

The rainy season in Cuba is nearly at 
an end, and the most delightful season of 
the year on the island is about to begin. 
During the late fall and winter months the 
climate in Cuba is not only enjoyable, but 
healthful, and with such care as will be 
taken for the health and comfort of the 
American forces to be stationed in Cuba, 
officials of the war department have no 
fear that illness among the men will fol- 
low the occupation of the island,

The Quarantine 4a. Mentgomery. 

Montgomery,..Ada.,< September 19.—(Spe- 
clal}\—The quarantine of*the state of Ala- 
bama against New Orleans and all yellow 
fever infected districts is being rigidly en- 
forced. No trains from New Ofleans are 
allowed to stop here; but are run out two 
miles beyond the eity to where the Second 
regiment is encamped, where those en- 
titled to enter the city are transferred ‘to 
another train and brough. back to town. 
The members of the Second regiment are 
making a vigorous kick on having the sup- 
posedly-infected trains unloaded in their 
midst, and Colonel Cox says this is one rea- 
son why he is hastening to have the ior 
disbanded. The process of paying off the 
soldiers of the Second regiment will begin 
tomorrow, but will likely not be concluded 
until perhaps Wednesday afternoon. The 
men will be furloughed for thirty days as 
soon as paid off. There is very little sick- 
ness among them. 

Two New Cases at Taylor’s. 

Jackson, Miss., September 19.—Dr. Pur- 
nell has returned {10m Raymond, where he 
went .to investigate a case of suspicious 
fever, four miles in the country, near the 
county farm. He reports that it is not yel- 
low fever. The patient here, Manley, is 
sinking and it is thought that he will die 
before morning. 

Dr. Birchett wires from Taylor’s that two 
new cases have appeared at that place. 
No new cases at Orwood. 

The board of health announces as ‘secon 
as Dr. Carter, of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, wires that he has made preparations 
for the fumigation of freight under the 
regulations edopted by the Atlanta conven- 
tion, the same wil. be allowed to be shipped 
into Mississippi. 

Train Inspection Established. 


Washington, September 19.—The surgeon 
general of the marine hospital has about 
completed a system for the inspection of 
trains in the districts in the state of Mis- 
sissippi infected with yellow fever. In- 
spectors have been placed upon all the 
roads with one exception, and this line will 
be supplied at an early date. The system 
has been established for the purpose of 
Checking the spread of fever so far as 
practicable. 

Kick on Texas Quarantine. 
Austin, Tex., September 19.—The: state 
quarantine department is flooded again to- 
day with complaints against the rigid 
quarantine established against New Or- 
leans. The state quarantine department 
desires it officially announced, however, 
that there will be no modifications of the 
stringent quarantine until all signs of yel- 


low fever have been removed from New 
Orleans. 

Mobile Stops Passengefs. 
Mobile, Ala., September 19.—Owing to 


quarantine restrictions, the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company annulled their 
day passenger schedule soutn of Mobile to- 
day. Local authorities here have establish- 
ed a quarantine camp at the state line, and 
no traveler from New Orleans is permitted 
in the city without ten days’ detention. 


Alabama Has Quarantined. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 19.—The 
state has strict yellow fever quarantine 
against any one from New Orleans and 
other infected places en%ering the state, 
and Montgomery also has quarantine 
guards on every train. Officials there have 
no fear of it reaching this city. 


American Dies of Yellow Fever. 


New York, September 19.—A dispatch to 
The World from Havana says Captain 
Brown, of the American schooner Mary- 
land, died on his ship in the harbor here of 
yellow fever. Four of the crew are down 
with the malady.

Our republican friends cannot excuse 
themselves by saying that they could 
not foresee the early termination of the 
War, because every man who was rea- 
sonably well informed about the condi- 
tion of Spain understood that it was im- 
possible for her to continue a long and 
expensive struggle. Owing to the great- 
er distance between her base of supplies 
and the seat of war, it was certain that 
it would require the expenditure of at 
least $1.25 on the part of Spain to meet 
the expenditure of every $1 on the part 
of the United States. It was certain 
therefore, that if the war cost us $200, - 
000,000, it would cast Spain $250,000.000 
and where could she raise any such 
sum as that? Torn with civil strife, 
her throne claimed by a pretender, her 
people impoverished, she could not’ levy 
additional taxes without precipitating 
bread riots within her own borders, and 
her only means of carrying on the war 
was to borrow money. This she could 
not hope to do, because her bonds were 
already selling at 30 cents on the dollar 
in the markets of the world, and had 
she attempted to borrow $250,000,000, she 
would have been compelled to issue 
$800,000,000 worth of bonds. Before she 
could have sold one-half of that amount 
her credit would have fallen still lower, 
and her bonds would not have com- 
manded 20 cents on the dollar. 

With an adversary unable to raise 
money by taxaton, and powerless to 
borrow it, the end of the war was in 
sight before it was begun. The repub- 
lican leaders in congress knew this aa 
well as we did, or if they did not know 
it they are not wise enough to be trust- 
ed with the adm.nistration of this gov- 
ernment. But with the knowledge that’ 
the war must soon end, and knowing 
that with all their wastefulness and ex- 
travagance it would probably not cost 
Over $200,000,000, they proceeded to enact 
a law which imposes $150,000,000 in an- 
nual taxes upon the people, and author- 
izes the contraction of a $500,000,000 debt, 
Upon that monstrous proposition almost 
every democrat in congress voted 
“no,” and yur only regret today is that 
there was a-“ingle one of us who felt 
called upon by his sense of duty to sup- 
port it.

STEAMER LEAVES HAVANA FOR SPAIN 


Cuban Troops Are Charged with Break- 
ing Armistice and Strict Meas- 
ures Are To Be Taken To En- 
force Terms of Suspend- 
ed Hostilities. 


Havana, September 19.—All the members 
of the American evacuation commission 
came ashore from the steamer Resolute 
this morning and are now installed at the 
Trocha hote} at Vedado. All are well. 

Rear Admiral Luis Pastor Landeo, cap- 
tain of the port, who was originally elect- 
ed a member of the Spanish evacuation 
commission, has, owing to sickness, been 
replaced by Admiral Manterola. 

Captain General Blanco has ordered 
that the confiscation of the few cattle re- 
maining in the island shall be suspended 
in the Matanzas province, where it threat- 
ened to become a death blow to all possi- 
ble work in the fields. The necessity that 
simflar steps be taken in Pinar del Rio 
and other provinces is imperative, the 
crops having been ruined or the work of 
gathering them delayed through lack of 
oxen. 

Advices from the interior report that hos- 
pitals are being established on many es- 


tates and that relief committees have been > 


organized in several towns and villages to 

attend to the requirements of the Cuban 

troops, who are in a sad condition. 
Steamer Starts for Spain. 

The steamer Alfonso XIII, sailing for 
Spain tomorrow, will carry 291 boxes 
of documents of military archives. She will 
also have on board the division of General 
Pablo Gonzales Corral. 

Joseph Milley, of Minnesota, a sailor on 
the bark Marion, died tonight from yellow 
fever and was immediately buried. 

Advices from Puerto Principe report that 
the Cuban troops are not observing the 
requirements of the armistice, but are 
stealing cattle and making raids in that 
district, even forbidding the entrance of 
provisions from the fields into the city. 
Senor Emilo March, the military governor, 
has been forced to fake strict measures 
to prevent a repetition of former abuses. 

The meat ring continues cornering the 
market, and the slaughter tax, the highest 
income of the city. is materially reduced. 

Meat Is High in Prices. 

The average number of cattle slaughtered 
daily used to number 400 head, but today 
it is stated that 250 is the number, owing to 
the prohibitive price at which meat is sold, 
the monopolists depriving the city’s treas- 
ury of over $2,000 a day. This is one of the 
chief reasons for the deficit of the munici- 
Pality, but no steps are taken to remedy 
the evil. An offer has been made by a 
leading house to import, kill and put on the 
market at 25 cents a pound. At the present 
prices the consumption of meat is re- 
stricted to the better classes of hotels and 
restaurants.

London, September 20.—The Times this 
morning publishes a letter from a Havana 
correspondent in which the writer points 
out, that though in the mother country 
there appeared no disposition among (he 
Spaniards to attempt a pronounciamento, 


the soldiers and civilians alike having ac- 


cepted the disaster and its conacquences 
with a drear fatalistic calm, the ialand is 
fast drifting into a condition of anarchy. 
Insurgent bands, the correspondent Saye, 
are enjoying immunity in the commission 
Of outrages and plundering, and this is 
especially true in the western provinces, 
where the insurgents bitterly complain that 
they have been ignored and abandoned by 
the United States, and being left utterly 
destitute, can only save themselves from 
starvation by rapine. Without food, medi- 
cine and clothing they are dying like flies 
and unfortunately it is the best elements 
among the insurgenta that are suffering 
most severely. 

The correspondent relates terrible stories 
of anarchy and says the American govern- 
ment is apparently attempting to suppress 
the truth. As an instance, he gives the 
following story, which he declares 
suppressed by the censor at Key West: 

A band of insurgents attacked recent- 
ly the Providentia sugar factory, near 
Guines, One of the richest in Cuba. The 
guerrilla force which the proprietor 
maintained to defend his property until 
the arrival of the Spanish troops, was 
obliged to surrender, because the Span- 
ish troops now do nothing to suppress 
lawlessness.

Russian ambassador, in which he says: 
There has been absolutely no change ° 
in Russian sentiment or policy toward 
the United States, nor does there exist

knowledge. Russian policy does not 

conflict with the interests of the Unit- 
ed States in any part of the worid, 
no more in China than in England. 

Russia seeks only peaceful and friend- 

ly relations with all other nations. 

The correspondent reminded the ambas- 
sador that the American people were now 
asked by English writers to believe that 
some of the continental powers had sought 
to arrange for international intervention 
on behalf of Spain in the recent war and 
that this plan of action had been defeated 
by the refusal of Great Britain to be a par- 
ty to it, or even consent to see other pow- 
ers engage in it, thereby placing this coun- 
try under a new and special obligation to 
the British people.

In building the Siberian railroad it 
was found that the route necessary to 
be followed in reaching Viadivostock 
was a difficult one, especially so by the 
existence of areas of almost impassable 
marshes. ‘The engineering problems 
presented by that route -were practi- 
cally insurmountable... We also: found 
that it was’ absolutely necessary. to 
cross Chinese Manchuria in order to 
obtain an ice-free port, which was es- 
sential to enable the railroad to be 

a commercially successful enterprise. 

Our Pacific port of Viadivostock, on 

the Siberian coast, is closed by ice dur- 

ing the winter months. We are not 
building a railroad simply for the pur- 
pose of laying down stee] rails or for 
the fun of the thing. It must have 
traffic when it is built in order fo jus- 

tify the investment, and so we sought a 

terminus to the southward, where the 

ships of all nations could come at all 
seasons of the year. We obtained from 
the Chinese government a lease of ter- 
ritory for a:‘term of years, like the 
lease of Kiaou Chou by the Germans 
and Wei-Hai-Wei by the British. 

ln making the arrangement we were 
not animated by hostile purposes toward 
any other power. The only sure and 
certain revenue which the Chinese gov- 
ernment possesses ig its maritime cus- 
toms and a portion of these were pledg- 
ed for the payment of our loan to Chi- 
na. The administration of the maritime 
customs is in the hands of an English- 
man, Sir Robert Hart, but we did not 
undertake to remove or disturb Sir 

Robert Hart, 

Not Hostile to Other Nations. 

We are represented as hostile to the 
interests of other nations in China, but 
we have objected to or sought to pre- 
vent other nations from increasing their 
commercial privileges in that country. 

When the English acquired an extension 

of territory near Hong Kong, we said 

nothing against it, and the Germans 
have had a free hand in the Shan Tung 
peninsula, where they have obtained very 
valuable privileges. Furthermore, it 
should be remembered that Russia and 

China have a common boundary, some 

9000 kilometers (nearly 6,000 miles) in 

extent, so that we have a close rela- 

tion to China, exceeding that of any 
other power. 
In regard to the future of China, he said: 
There will be no partition of China, 
There were four hundred and twenty- 
nine millions of people in that country 
when the last effort was made to ob- 
tain a count of them. It is a huge pop- 
ulation in a vast country. But I do not 
expect to see it divided. In extending 
the great Siberian railway to the Yel- 
low sea, the purpose of Russia was not 
to acquire or annex Chinese territory, 
but to secure a commercial outlet for 

Siberia and to provide necessary com- 

mercial facilities for our vast northeast- 

ern territory as well as for the parts of 

China through which the railway will 

pass.

MET HIS DEATH IN KNOXVILLE 


The Sheriff of Clay County Had En- 
tered the Army, 


REMAIN THEREIN 


HE INTENDED TO 


Whether His Death Was ‘Suicide ox 
Foul Play Remains an Open 
‘ Question. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The developments of today throw a 
strange light upon the tragic death of 
Private James T, McAllister, of the First 
Georgia regiment. 

He is now known to have been the Sheriff 
James T. McAllister, of Clay county, Geor- 
gia, who, three years ago, slew WPdson 
Hyatt, the Macon commercial traveler, in 
Cook’s hotel, Fort Gaines. 

Mr. McAllister joined the First Georgia 
regiment after peace had been declared, 
with the expressed intention of making the 
army his life work. He was a member of 
company A, and had been assigned to spe- 
cial duty as qa Red Cross hospital nurse, 
being one of a squad from his company. 
The theory is now entertained that Mc- 
Allister was foully dealt with, and was 
drugged by parties who subsequently rob- 
bed him. He always carried money in his 
pockets, and none was found at the time 
he returned to the hospital yesterday 
morning. McAllister is the third Georgia 
man to die from accidental means within 
the past week. His body was shipped to 
Fort Gaines today. 

Private MeAllister never referred to his 
past life, and it was only incidentally that 
it wag discovered that he had been at one 
time sheriff of his home county. An ex- 
change of telegrams this morning devel- 
oped the rest, and then members of his 
regiment gathered up the tangled skein of 
the life which had gone before, and which 
furnished this story. 

The Killing of Judson Hyatt. 

James Turner McAllister, sheriff of Clay 
eounty, killed Judson Hyatt, traveling 
salesman of Dannenberg Company, of Ma- 
con, three years ago ‘last March, The shoot- 
ing occurred at Fort Gaines, in Hyatt’s 
room, at night, in the Cook hotel, of which 
McAllister’s wife was proprietress, she for- 
merly having been Mrs, Cook. McAliister’s 
version of the story was that when he 
came into the hotel that night, his wife. 
complained of the nofse that had been going 
on in Hyatt’s.roam, to the disturbance of 
the other guests. McAllister went to Hy- 
att’s room to remorstrate with him, and a 
difficulty ensued inegwhich McAllister shot 
atid killed Hyatt: McANister claimed he 
shot in self-defewse.’ Hyatt’s friends have 
always said it was a’cold-blooded murder. 

At the tria) of the case McAllister was 
acquitted. It is believed he is still the , 
sheriff. Hyatt’s remains were brought to 
Fort Valley and buried. He left a wife, 
who has since married, and is residing in 
Augusta. Hyatt was one of the most pop- 
ular druggists in Georgia. The Dannenberg 
Company engaged Dupont Guerry, of Ma- 
con, to prosecute McAllister. 

It is also a matter of history that the 
commercial travelers of the country at 
large were greatly inflamed over the trag- 
edy, and took common cause against Mc- 
Allister, The Tatter, however, made a legal 
showing for his life, and was acquitted. 
though he often expressed deep sorrow for 
the contingency which brought about the 
tragedy. 


DISCHARGES HARD TO OBTAIN. 


Applications Must Go Through the 
Proper Channel or Ee Returned. 
Washington, September 19.—The follow- 
ing statement was given out at the war 


department: 

ine war department is just at pres- 
ent undergoing an experience which il- 
lustrates the alacrity with which the 
average American citizen hastens to his 
senator or representative in congress for 
aid in emergencies. 

ine Cerssaiuon of hostilities and the 
improbability of the renewal, with the 
dullness of camp life, has apparentiy 
created a feeling of restlessness among 
the men of the volunteer army, who in 
the majority of cages have given up po- 
sitions of larger compensation, and 
many of them are imploring their po- 
litical representatives to obtain their 
discharges, and the latter in turn are 
flooding the war department with re- 

uests for prompt and immediate ac- 
tion. 

To such an abuse of privilege has 
this grown that the war department has 
been obliged to call attention to that 
paragraph -of the army regulations 
which requireg that all communications 
from subordinates to superiors must 
pass through military channels, and to 
decline as a rule to entertain applica- 
tions for discharges of enlisted men, 
unless they come to it in the proper 
manner. 

A soidier who is desirous of securing 
his discharge and has good and sufficient 
reasons upon which to base-it, will save 
himself a great amount of time and 
trouble if he will set forth the reasons 
for hig discharge’in a letter addressed 
to the adjutant general of the army and 
hand jt to the captain of hig company, 
who, in turn, is required to forward it 
to the colonel of the regiment and the 
latter to pass it along through brigade, 
division and corps headquarters with 
their recommendation.

Madrid, September 19.—The minister of 
war, General Correa, has issued instruc- 
tions for the return of the Spanish troops 
in the West Indies.” The sick are tuo leave 
first, and the archives, especially those re- 
lating to the war, will be brought to 
Spain with the arms, ammunition, flags 
and material stored in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. 

The ministes ts greatly incensed at Gen- 
eral Toral for having sent him a dispatch 
on the latter’s arrival at Vigo, Spain, from 
Santiago de Cuba, and said Toml ought to 
be courtmartialed for his conduct as gov- 
ernor of Santiago. 

There is much indignation here at the 
fact that there were 128 deaths during the 
voyage among the 1,000 Spanish soldiers, 
who have just arrived in Spain on board 
the Spanish transport San Ignacio de 
Loyala, from Santiago de Cuba. The 
Spaniards attribute this heavy death rate 
to the “inhumanity of the Americans in 
obliging the sick Spaniards to embark and 
make room in the hospitals for the Amerf- 
cans." 

A destructive thhurricane today swept over 
southern Spain, doing great damage in the 
provinces of Seville and Granada. Six per- 
sons were killed and many injured and @ 
number of buildings were destroyed at 
Seville, and eight houses were demolished 
and many persons fell victims to the storm 
at Guadix, in the province of Granada. 

The queen regent has repli@a to the cir- 
cular of Count Muravieff, 
foreign minister, proposing the reduction 
of the excessive atmament of the powers 
and the. maintenance of real and lasting 
peace. Her majesty praises the czar’s pro- 
ject and promises 1+ send a delegate to the 
proposed disarmament conference. 

It is stated that Senor Ojeda, Spanish 
minister of Morocco, will be appointed 
secretary of the peace commission. Senor 
Montero Reyes, president of the senate 
and president of the peace commission, had 
a conference today with the queen regent. 


LAWTON’S HEALTH CONDITION. 


Little Improvement in Condition of 
Troops at Santiago. 
Washington, September 19.—General Law- 
ton’s report of the health condition of the 


American force at Santiago, made to the 
war department tonight, indicates little if 
any improvement. There were, however, 
fewer new cases of sickness today than 
vesterday. Following is the text of his 
report:

They Will Win in Every Race That Is 
To Be Made, 


THE STATE ELECTION NEXT YEAR 


Proposal To Establish a State National 
Guard—The Mobbing of Patter- 
son Is Passed Over—lInter- 
ference with College 
Openings. 


Jackson, Miss., September 19.—(Special.)— 
All the democratic nominations for con- 
gress have been made in this state. In 
all the seven districts nominations are 
equivalent to an election. In four of the 
districts there are opposing candidates, 
but there ts not the slighest possibility that 
a thousand votes can be obiained by any 
of the republican or populist nominees in 
any district. 

In the first district Congressman Allen 
has been renominated for the seventh term 
by the largest majority he ever received. 
He is frequently mentioned for the Walt- 
hall senatorial succession, and is believed 
to be in a receptive mood. He has no oppo- 
sition for re-election so far, either from 
populist or republican. 

In the second district Hon. 
Spight is the democratic nominee. 
he is without opposition. 

In the third district Congressman Catch- 
ings is the democratic nominee for the sev- 
enth time. His opponent is a negro repub- 
lican named Jones. 

In the fourth district Congressman Fox, 
who is serving his first term, is the dem- 
ocratic nominee. His opponent is a popu- 
list named Brewer. 

In the fifth district Congressman Wil- 
liams is the democratic nominee for the 
fourth term. His opponent is a white re- 
publican named Pitts. Mr. Williams is al- 
s0 mentioned as a probable candidate for 
the Walthall senatorial succession. 

In the sixth district Congressman Love, 
who is gerving his first term, is the demo- 
cratic nominee. So far he has no opponent, 

In the Seventh district Congressman Hen- 
ry, .who is serving his first term, is the 
democratic nominee. His opponent is a 
white republican of the Lynch faction, 
mamed Brenan. There is also talk that 
the Hill republicans, headed by the na- 
tional republican committee men from this 
state, will nominate a candidate for con- 
gress in the seventh district.

The voting strength of the populists in 


Mississippi is about 18,000 and of the re- 
publicans about 10,000; the democratic vote 
of the state ig, about 75,000. No joint dis- 
cussions have been had between opposing 
nominees for congress in any district in the 
state so far, and it is not likely that the 
democratic nominees will dignify their al- 
lege@ opponents by meeting them on the 
stump. 

There is more talk of the coming state 
election next year than there is about the 
congressional election this fall. Nomina- 
tions for all officers in Mississippi by the 
democracy means guccess at tne polls. 
Consequently the interest in congressional 
matters died with the nominations, and 
the eyes uf the dempcratic yoters are now 
fixed on the campaign for nominations for 
state, legisiative and county officers, which 
will be made next spring or summer. All 
officers in Mississippi, trom governor to 
beat constabie, are made every four years, 
and the elections for the same takes place 
Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
cember, 1899. The legislature which meets 
in January, 1900, will elect two senators— 
one to fill the term of Walthall, held by 
Sullivan, who was appointed by the gov- 
ernor Until the legislature elects, which 
expires March 3, 1W1, and one for a term of 
six years commencing March 4, 1901. Mc- 
Laurin, the present governor, who is ineli- 
gible under the constitution as his own suc- 
cessor, is understood to be a candidate for 
poth these senatorial terms.

All of the departments of the university 
are in good shape, and a large attendance 
is expected this session. 

University athletics are to take ro back- 
ward step this year. The rules governing 
football thave been so changed that the 
most dangerous features of the game 
have been eliminated, and :he university 
will have this year a magnificent football 
eleven. 

Coach McCarthy, who trained lest year’s 
team, is here again, and ts satisfied that 
he will be able to train a winning eleven 
here. Captain Walden is also on tand, 
and is enthusiastic over the cvtiook. 
Moore, Bayliss, George Price, Pomeroy, 
Harmon Cox and other old »nlayers will be 
on hand. 

The Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association has taken the lead in the rat- 
ter of modifying rules, and tire northern 
colleges will follow that lead. The mass 
plays, which have so hurt the game, rave 
been eliminated. There will be po sgelec- 
tion now for weight, and no more pound- 
ing of players or mass formations, 

Under the new rules when the ball ie 
put in play at least seven men must be on 
the line.’ This allows no massing, and the 
game must be a running, kicking game, 
where brain, skill, quickness of thought 
and good dodging are of more importance 
than were strength or weight. The rules 
against foul play have been made so rigid 
that dirty work in a game wil] be heard of 
no more. These new rules have been 
adopted by nineteen colleges fn the south. 

Georgia will begin immediate prepara- 
tion to meet Vanderbilt in Atlanta on 
the 29th of October, to play for the cham- 
pionship of the-south. This will be made 
one of the greatest games of the season. 

The University Farm. 

Professor James B. Hunnicutt, who is in 
charge of the department of agriculture 
in the University of Georgia, has made a 
great success with the crops of the uni- 
versity farm. He has corn that will aver- 
age thirty-five bushels to the ucre, and 
cotton that will average over a bale to the 
acre. He thas made more crops this year 
than he has barn room in which to store 
them.

Hon. W. G. Brantley Makes Another 
Expose of the Combination. 
Baxley, Ga.. September 19.—(Special.)— 
The hope of the fusionists in this, the elev- 
enth district, ig to cut down Hon. W. G. 
Brantley’s majority, contest his election 
and unseat him if the next congress is re- 

publican. 

They are already talking about a contest, 
although the election is still seven weeks 
off. This is the chief danger the democrats 
fear. They are confident that they will 
win, but Tom Reed’s congresses have-no 
respect for a democratic majority unless it 
is a large one. 

Appling is one of the close counties. Half 
the loca] offices are held by populists. Two 
prominent populists have been given post- 
offices by the republicans, Ben Milikin, pop- 
ullst nominée for comptroller general, and 
Jim Wilkinson, republican nominee for con- 
gress, have been very active in trying to 
make the negro republicans and the white 
pepulists m!x. 

Colonel Bantley spoke here today and 
unmasked them. He had a courthouse full 
of people, this being the opening day of 
court, Judge Sweat presiding. Half of them 
were populists and they stayed through 
the dinner hour to hear him, The atten- 
tion and the applause which they gave to 
the democratic congressman in his expose 
of the *fusion between Captain ‘Ben and 
Colonel Jim, of republican legislation in 
favor of the rich and against the poor, 
and of the evil results of the proposed al- 
liance between the blacks and whites, 
opened the eyes of the populists and turn- 
ed many of them back into the democratic 
party. They said so themselves, and there 
could be no better evidence. 

A fact developed here today was that 
during the war Captain Millikin was a can- 
didate for a county office in Appling. He 
and his opponent tied. Milikin sold out 
for $1,000 and a negro and let his opponent 
have the office. They charge that he is 
still trading in offices and negroes. Mr. 
Wilkinson is claiming that if he is elected 
to cOngress he will get duties on Egyptian 
cotton and foreign lumber, rice and wool. 
all of which compete with the products of 
this section. Colonel Brantley showed that 
the republicans in the last congress struck 
out the duty on Egyptian cotton, after the 
democrats put it in he Dingley bill. These 
coast counties produce long staple or sea 
island ¢otton, with which Egyptian cotton 
competes. Colone] Brantley showed that 
the republicans favor free raw material, 
because the manufacturers of the north 
and east want it, and Mr. Wilkinson could 
not put a duty on them, if he got into con- 
gress. One of the most telling points in 
the speech was when Congressman Brant- 
ley showed that ‘Milikin left the democratic 
party because he gald it was opposed to 
the free coinage of silver, and Wilkinson 
said he quit it because it declared for free 
coinage. ' 

‘“‘Now behold these two pulling together, 
working for each other and for office!’’ 
Colonel Brantley exclaimed. ‘They must 
think the populists are fools to be driven 
as they dictate,.’”’ 

The congressman reminded his hearers

A SATURDAY NIGHT FIGHT 


In Which a Restaurateur Stabbed a 
Soldier. 


BOTH ARE BROUGHT BEFORE THE RECORDER 


Soldier Produces Papers and Tells How 
He Saved a Fort All by 
Himself. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga,, September 19.—(Special.)—The 
hero of Fort St. Philip in the Spanish- 
American war was arraigned in the recor- 
der’s court this mornimg on the charge of 
fighting and@ disorderly conduct. The man 
who had such an awful exper‘énce wit® 
Spanish epies and saved Fort St. Philip at 
‘the risk of his life, stood before the re- 
corder with his arm in a sling and five 
knife cuts upon his face and person, which 
were inflicted by Mr. William Dame. of 
Macon, on last Saturday night in Dame’s 
restaurant on Fifth strvet. This hero is 
Mr. Walter C. Groves, for three years a 
private in company D, Fifth United States 
infantry. Mr. Dame was also arraigned on 
the charge of fighting and disorderly con- 
duct. He was represented by Attorney J. 
W. Preston. Private Groves had no lawyer, 
but made a statement in his own dfense. 
After a full investigatiom of the affair the 
recorder dismissed the case against Private 
Groves and fined Mr. Dame $10. Private 
Groves stated that he did not care to have 
Mr. Dame committed to a higher court for 
stabbing or other serious oaffeuse, as he 
(Groves) was en route to Baltimore and did 
not care to have to return to Macon to ap- 
pear as a witness. 

From papers on Private Groves’s per- 
son it was seen that he has a furlough of 
thirty days from September 13th to go to 
Baltimore and is ordered that the close of 
the last day of the furlough must find him 
with his command at Santiago. The fur- 
lough papers are dated at Mobile, Ala. 
Groves is a North Carolinian by birth and 
he stopped over in Macon to see relatives 
and expects’to remain here until Septem- 
ber 25th and then leave for Baltimore. 


Saturday Night’s Fight. 

On Saturday night about 11 o’clock 
Groves and several friends went into 
Dame’s restaurant to get something to eat. 
Groves made slighting remarks how the 
fare was served. Dame and he had a pas- 
sage of words and finally Dame cut Groves 
five times with a bread kuife. The cuts 
were on the face, neck and arm. Groves 
was carried to Dr. Moore’s, where his 
wounds were dressed. They were not seri- 
ous. At police headquarters Dame was re- 
quired to put up $100 collateal for his ap- 
pearance at recorder’s court Monday morn- 
and, and Groves deposited $% for his ap- 
pearance. 
Presents a Certificate. 


During the examination of witnesses Mr. 
Dame's attorney, Colonel J. W.. Preston, 
asked Groves who he was. In reply Groves 
handed to the recorder, among other pa- 
pers, the following testimonial: 

Company D, Fifth United States In- 
fantry—The bearer is Walter C. Groves, 
the hero who saved rt St. Philip from 
being destroyed. His brave act sh 
never be forgotten as long as the Eng- 
lish language is spoken... Groves was 
attacked by three Spanish spies while 
on guard duty and was shot and serious- 
ly wounded. I can say that W. C, 
Groves is due all the honor that can 
be given to any soldier. I hereby rec- 
ommend the brave hero to all whom this 
may concern as a sober, honest and 


reliable soldier. 

Groves has been in the employment 
of the United States service three years 
in company D, of which I am comman- 


der.

How Groves Tells His Story. 

Walter C. Groves is a southerner. He 
was born in magnolia, N. C., not quite 
twenty-four years ago. He was for a time 
in the service of the Southern Express 
Company. Later he joined the Fifth in- 
fantry stationed at Fort McPherson. When 
the war with Spain broke out the Fifth 
regiment was ordered to Tampa. Then 
company D, of which Groves was a mem- 
ber, was sent to Fort St. Philip in the 
middle of May. For: St. Philip is near 
the mouth of th eriver and is the fort upon 
which the city of New Orleang principallyu 
depends for protection against Spanish in- 
vasion. 

On the night of May 29th, while Groves 
was on guard duty, he encountered three 
Spanish spies, who were about to destroy 
Fort St. Philip. Single-handed, he fought 
the enemy and was aimost killed, but suc- 
ceeded in chasing them off: In the low- 
est possible tones, Groves heard one of the 
Spies say: “Use the cold chisel.”” Then 
he heard a voice mumble, ‘‘Won’t till we 
geet further into the door.” They were 
working to force the heavy steel lock of 
the magazine. Groves opened fire on them. 
They returned the fire. One bullet badly 
injured his right foot. A spy in hiding 
stepped from behind, dealt Groves a ter- 
rific blow with the blunt end of a hammer. 
Two of his ribs were battered and the 
flesh horribly mashed in, and he fell to the 
ground in a semi-conscious condition and 
was stamped by the spies. Aid came from 
the company, but the spies had escaped 
in a neighboring swamp. .Groves’s brave 
deed save the fort. 

Groves was confined to the hospital for 
weeks. In consequence of the injuries in- 
flicted upon Groves the authorities have 
deemed it best to send him to the Wash- 
ington hospital to be operated upon. He 
stopped over in Macon to see relatives, 
and had the lively experience in Dame's 
restaurant, as already described. ‘

Dr. John Hall. 

The recent death in Ireland of Dr. 
John Hall, the distinguished pastor of 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian churcl? 
of New York, is the source of ‘profound 
sorrow to the countless admirers of that 
eminent clergyman in both hemispheres. 
Dr. Hall drew the largest salary of 
any pastor in the United States, the 
amount paid him yearly for his services 
being $30,000. In addition to this hand- 
some income the receipts from his books 
were quite large, and altogether, he en- 
joyed the reputation of possessing great 
wealth for one engaged in the purely 
spiritual occupation of preaching the 
gospel. 

Undoubtedly the popular notion in re- 
gard to Dr. Hall’s worldly effects was 
calculated to do him great injustice. He 
was paid much better, it is true, than 
the common run of clergymen, even in 
our larger cities, but then it must 
be remembered that his responsibilities 
were of no light character. Preaching 
for the richest, ifnot the most aristocrat- 
ic eongregation in New York, with its 


‘wealth ranging farupinto the mfllions 


and with its plutocrats in every pew, he 
certainly occuped one of the most dif- 
ficult positions to fill in the United 
States, and he faithfully earned every 
dollar of his’ salary. But such were 
the demands which charity made upon 
him that he managed to save.little of 
his income, and likely enough, he died 
comparatively poor. 

With surroundings which were well 
calculated to call forth sensational dis- 
courses from the pulpit, Dr. Hall ex- 
emplified the simplicity of the old school 
of divines. He cared nothing for no- 
toriety, but contented himself with 
preaching the gospel in the pur- 
ity of spirit with which it came 
down to him from his Scotch ancestors. 
In this respect he is one of the most 
notable examples which the American 
pulpit has furnished in recent years. His 
devotion to the Presbyterian form of 
church government and to the Presby- 
terian standards of theology gave rise 
to the impression in the minds of some 
that he was narrow in his views despite 
the intellectual vigo, which he undoubt- 
edly possessed in rare measure; but, 
if such be true, it scarcely affected his 
usefulness or impaired the esteem in 
which he was held by all denominations. 
In his death, the religion of the Nazar 
ene in its broadest extent has met with 
severe loss, and many days will disap- 
pear from the calendar ere the like of 
this devout man of God will again be 
seen in the American pulpit. 

What the world needs at the present 
time is less of the sensationalism which 
has unhappily inspired the zeal of some 
of our modern preachers, and more of 
the spirit of that undefiled religion ex- 
emplified by Dr. John Hall. 


The Whitehall Street Improvement.

Miss Winnie Davis’s Funeral. 

The action cf the Confederate Veterans 
of Atlanta in deciding to send a delega- 
tion to the funeral of Miss Winnie Da- 
vis in Richmond, gives appropfiate ex- 
pression to the sense of profound sor- 
row which is felt in Atlanta over the un- 
timely death of the beloved daughter of 
the south’s revered chieftain. 

Born during the last year of the late 
was between the states, while President 
Davis. was imprisoned in Fortress Mon- 
roe, Miss Winnie Davis was thus en- 
deared with special tenderness to the 
hearts of the old soldiers throughout 
the south. ‘This circumstance also ac- 
counts for the fact that the old soldiers 
delighted in calling her “the daughter 
of the confederacy.” They loved her 
with more than ordinary affection, not 
only for the sake of her illustrious sire, 
but for her own sake, and they felt that 
,nho amount of homage which they could 
render her was beyond her deserts. Cor- 
dially did she return fhe devotion of the 
old soldiers, and though she ffistinctive- 
ly shrunk from the ordeal of mixing 
with large crowds on ordinary occasions, 
nothing ever gave her greater happiness 
than to meet face to face with the old 
soldiers, and she rarely failed on this 
account to attend the annual reunions 
of the confederate veterans. 
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ceive such hearty tribute as the old 


soldiers lavished upon her at that time. 
While’ many of the old soldiers real- 
ized that they would never see her again, 
they little dreamed that the cause of 
that failure would be in her rather taan 
in themselves, and that ere the murmur 
of the shouts with which they greeted 
her had subsided in her ears she would 
be deaf to the world’s applause forever. 
Such are the grim surprises of fate. 

While there are special reasons why 
the Confederate Veterans of Atlanta 
should send representatives to the funer- 
al of Miss Davig there are also the best 
of reasons why every camp of Confeder- 
ate Veterans in the country should be 
represented at the sad obsequies in Rich- 
mond. ‘We hope that such will be the 
case, and that hundreds of old soldiers 
will be present for the purpose of lay- 
ing the last tribute of affection upon the 
bier of the Daughter of the Confeder- 
acy. In many respects, Miss Winnie 
Davis was identified with the old south 
and with sectiondl memories, but this 
was due rather to the surroundings of 
her birth and to the homage of which 
she was made the recipient on the part 
of the old soldiers than to any absence 
of national spirit in“her allegiance, and 
there is something peculiarly sugges- 
tive of restored peace and good will be- 
tween the sections in the fact that this 
gentle child of the south should have 
closed her eyes in death under the skies 
of Narragansett Pier. 


Our Interests in the Pacific. 

Senator Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, 
grows eloquent over the prospect which 
the future appears to hold in store for 
the United States, in consequence of the 
late war with Spain, but, in order to 
make this prospect good he contends 
that the United States must not think 
for oNMe moment of relinquishing the 
Philippines. He takes the position 
that this country is in duty bound to 
maintain its supremacy over the Phil- 
ippines at any cost, or else prove utter- 
ly recreant to the demands of its own 
progress. 

With its vast extent of territory 
stretching from ocean to ocean, he de- 
clares that this country is more dis- 
tinctly favored by nature in the matter 
of location than any other country on 
the globe, and that eventually it ought 
to control the trade of both the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific. In view of the 
fresh life which has recently been in- 
fused into the empires of the orient, 
making it evident that the growth of 
these empires will open the door to 
rich commercial oppoftunities, he lays 
special stress upon the importance of 
looking carefully after the trade of the 
Pacific. To this end he insists that we 
must not give up any advantage which 
we have gained in the far east. With 
the Philippines in line with Hawaii and 
the Ladrones, he argues that our flag 
will stream over one magnificent chain 
of possessions in the Pacific, and that 
we will thus be enabled to dispute suc- 
cessfully with Great Britain or with 
any other European power for the trade 
of that ocean. He declares that the 
more the situation is studied in the light 
of wise statesmanship, the more it will 
appear to the interest of the United 
States to retain the Philippines. 

Senator Tellier states that heretofore 
the Pacific has been regarded as the 
back door of the continent and the At- 
lantic the front door; but in view of 
the forces of development which have 
been aroused from the sleep of ages in 
the far east, he predicts that in the 
course’ of time the Pacific will become 
the front door of the continent and the 
Atlantic the back door. If we are watch- 
ful of our own interests, he contends 
that we must not fail under any cir- 
cumstances to hold fast to what we have 
gained in the far east, and to make use 
of every legitimate means within our 
power to strengthen our foothold in the 
Pacific. Senator Teller gives it as his 
estimate of the sentiment of the country 
that the people of the United States are 
overwhelmingly in favor of retaining 
the Philippines, without the surrender 
of one single member of the group. 

Such is the pronounced attitude of 
this distinguished senator toward the 
problem which {fs now uppermost in the 
public mind. Whatever disposition fhe 
government may see fit to make of the 
Philippines there can be no intelligent 
or rational difference of opinion in re- 
gard to the argument which Senator 
Teller makes with respect to the im- 
portance of the obligation which rests 
upon wus to look more carefully after 
our interests in the Pacific.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Cuba is already beginning to experience 
the beneficent effects of American civil- 
ization and to realize that Spain’s loss 
has become ‘her gain. That is evident from 
the status of affairs in Santiago. Since the 
American flag commenced to flutter from 
the heights of that former stronghold of 
Spain’s authority in the eastern part of 
the island, great improvements have been 
noted in the externa! condition of things, 
as well as in the life of the people. Speak- 
ing of the good results which have been 
wrought in ntiago, especially in whe 
matter of sunitation, The Chfeago Times- 
Herald says: “What American enterprise 
and American methods can accomplish 
along that line are well shown in the im- 
proved ‘conditions noticeable at Santiago 
under the present regime. General Wood, 
military governor of that fever-infested 
town, has been confronted by a hard 
problem, but he is solving it rapidly and 
well, The daily death rate a month ago 
averaged seventy; this has already been 
gut down to twenty, and it is confidenily 
believed that the sanitary conditions from 
this time forward will improve much more 
gr _— pms soll tpg le hitherto.

The colonel, along with Dr. B. F. Thorpe, 
of Perry, and Dr. A. R. Welborn, of At- 
lanta, graduated at Mercer in 1841, and 
composed the first graduating class. The 
trustees thus had every opportunity to 
know ‘his worth and fitness for the presi- 
dency.

Fie returned when he had led the 
advance of his army with his own com- 
mand clean to the gates of the besieged 
city, and when he had wiped off the earth 
a whole regiment of Spaniards to avenge 
the killing of his son. He returned, and 
embraced the little woman, and set the 
coffia of their hopes down at the door, and 
died.

It is not in my heart to sound a melan-

Senator Bacon and the Soldiers. 

From The Augusta Chronicle 

Senator Bacon has been active in looking. 
after the interests of Georgia soldiers. He 
protested against the failure to send any 
of our men to the front, though they were 
among the first ready for gervice. Then 
when the war is over, and our alleged 
“immune” regiment wag ordered to do gar- 
riso Guty in Santiago, while the soldiers of 
the regular army were being withdrawn 
almost in panic, he promptly interposed 
objection. Recently, when the work of 
mustering out began, and it was semi-of- 
ficially stated that the northern volunteer 
soldiers would be mustered out of service, 


while the southern volunteers and negro 


regiments would be retained for duty in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, as best suited to the 
climate, Senator Bacon took the next train 
to Washington and had a long persona? in- 
térview with the president. 

He showed him that the difference be- 
tween the climate of Cuba and the south- 
@rn states is as marked as between the 
northern states, and that troops from 
Georgia are as susceptible to Cuban fever 
as troops from New York. He argued that 
while our young men had proven their 
readiness to fight the country’s batiles, 
now that the war is over there ig no rea- 
son why they should be singled cut for 
camp and garrison duty. They have bis- 
iness and family ties just as important as 
soldiers from tHe northern states, and 
their wishes and necessities are ertitied 
to just as much consideration. He de- 
clared Georgia was ready to contribute her 
just quota to the army that nrust be re- 
tained in service, but that there was no 
justice in retaining all of her three regi- 
ments’ while mustering out all of the regi- 
ments in northern states; and more ¢€s- 
pecially since Colonel Ray’s immune reg- 
iment now in Cuba is largely made up of 
Georgia companies. The result ae Evna- 
tor Bacon’s effort was the order mustering 
out two of Georgia’s regiments and re- 
taining only one. Under the excellent plan 
proposed by Governor Atkinson officers 
and men in either of the two regiments 
that are mustered out, who desire to con- 
tinue in the service may exchange places 
with men in the retained regiment who 
are anxious to withdraw. In this way 
the retained regiment can be made-up of 
‘men desiring to continue in the army, and 
there will be no serious hardship to any, 
provided there are enough men in the three 
regiments to make up one regiment de- 
siring service. 

Senator Bacon’s efforts have ween ear- 
nest, active and efficient, and he deserves 
the thanks and appreciation of our vol- 
unteer soldiers and their families.

_ This note, written in duplicate, was sent by The Constitution yesterday to 
Messrs. Edmund W. Martin and James G. Woodward, candidates for mayor, 
and a brief answer was requested, so that the position of these gentlemen could 
be placed in a concise manner before the public. 

In reply to the question, Mr. Martin has sent The Constitution the following 
letter, showing that he is against any change in the present regulations rela- 
tive to the saloon business, saying that he would veto any action by council look- 
ing to a change of the agreement which was reached as a compromise between 
the prohibitionists and anti-prohibitionists several years ago: 

“Editor Constitution—In reply to your letter of September 19th, I an- 
gwer: 

“I have repeatedly stated that I would stand by the present regulations 
governing the liquor traffic in this city, if elected mayor. 

“If any measure is presented for my consideration looking to any 
change in the present regulations, governing the sale of liquor, I shall 
oppose it. 

“If elected mayor I would veto any proposition looking to changing 
the hours of sale as now prescribed by law, or as toa modification of any 
existing restrictions. 

“I would not favor a more libeva! policy than that under which the 
present liquor traffic is now conducted in Atlanta. Very truly yours, 

“EDMUND W. MARTIN.” 


Mr. Woodward furnished the following reply to the note sent him. He declines 
to answer the question in his reply which follows in full: 

“Editor Constitution—Your communication received. In a general 
way, I desire to say that any measure looking to a change of the whisky 
traffic in Atlanta would necessarily have to be passed by the general 
council. It would take the votes of ten members of that body to pass 
such a measure before it would ever reach the mayor for approval. It 
would appear to me that your quest‘ons would be more effective if made 
to the different gentlemen offering for aldermen and councilmen. I am 
not willing to put myself in the attitude of overawing all of the dif- 
ferent gentlemen comprising the general council by, in advance, telling 
them that I would veto any measure that they might pass, regardless 
of what might be the circumstances surrounding the matter. The people 
are voting for those gentlemen and I must take the position that they, 
when elected, will look after good government for the city of Atlanta. 
I would rather be placed in the positicn of saying that I would approve 
any measure that council might, in its wisdom, see fit to exact touching 
the whisky question than to take the attitude of setting up my judgment 
against a majority of the general council by threatening a veto. If I 
should be elected to the office of mayor I shall try to conservatively 
act to the upbilding and best interests of Atlanta. If it should occur 
to me, after careful consideration, that it was proper to use the veto, I 
would fearlessly do so, at the same time I would prefer that no such 
extremity should arise.

Says Woodward Dodges. 


Mr. Martin says Mr. Woodward, his opponent in the race for the mayor's 
chair, has dodged his challenge recently sent to him asking for a joint de- 
bate on matters in which the public is interested relative to municipal affairs. 

“I have read through the columns of The Constitution Mr. Woodward's reply 
to my letter inviting him to meet me befcre the people and discuss the issues 
involved in this race for the nomination for mayor,’’ said Mr, Martin yester- 
day. ‘‘My letter to him was intended as courteous invitation to discuss those 
issues, and I am sorry his ideas of the courtesies due from one gentleman ‘io ¢n- 
other was not sufficient to lead him to ®ive an ordinary answer to me direcily. 

“I hope, should he be nominated and elected mayor, he will treat no one with 
a@ like discourtesy, as it might reflect on the city to have an official lacking in 
that common courtesy which anybody, it seems, would be actuated by and observe. 

‘It is remarkable how agile he was in jumping around the questions presented 
to him, first on one side and then the other, but never coming to the point. 

“He certainly understands how to play ‘hide and seek’ with these great ques- 
tions, til] it almost appears with him to be a game of battle-door and shuttle- 
cock, or of the ‘Jumping Jack’ variety. Yet where is the direct answer he gives 
to his position? 

“He claims to have stated clearly his position on the question of the city own- 
ing its own lighting plant. ' 

“To show that position he quotes a part of one of his letters, but leaves the 
other parts out. This mode is in keeping with his way. In his letters he has 
stated how he used to be and as to his record heretofore, and many other 
things; but what the people and the yoters in this election are asking is, if nom- 
inated and elected will he work for the ownership by the city of its own lighting 
plant? Has he stated that he would do so in any of his communications? Rather 
does he not say he favors it, and then goes forward to show why the same can- 
not be done, and why it ought not to be done in justice to certain interests. 


There Are Many Others Too Dull. 


‘There are many others, like he suggests of me, too dull to find out from his 
commun'‘cations what he will do if elected mayor as to the city’s owning its 
Own lighting plant. 

“Touching what he says of the mayor having no vote, except in elections in 
case of a tie, I have this to say. In that condition it might be that his vote would 
have some effect upon the question. Yet he leaves the question unanswered as to 
his vote, if that should occur. There is nothing in my letter claiming that the 
mayor had a vote in case of a tie in legislative matters. 

“The insinuation that I have played to both sides of the liquor question is in 
keeping with the many misrepresentations made touching my position on that 
question. It is such a misrepresentation as Mr. Woodward himself made about 
me to the police force, He told them, as I am informed, that I was not only not 
in favor of the eight-hour system when on the board of police commissioners, 
but that I was opposed to it, and he beat me off the board on that account. I 
read the minutes to the force, which showed that the statement was absolutely 
untrue. That I was not only a member of the board, but its secretary; that t 
introduced a resolution to go before the council touching the same and was on the 
committee to do so, and on the yea and nay vote I voted yea. In the face of all 
that he made the above statement to the police and has never had the manhood 
to correct the same, though he must know it is untrue.

IOVERNOR ATKINSON YESTERDAY 
received a telegram from Colonel Oscar 
J. Brown, commanding the Second Geor- 
gia regiment, United States volunteers, 
Stating that the Second regiment is under 
orders to break camp and leave Huntsville 
on Wednesday. This movement wil] place 
the regiment in Atlanta on Thursday, but 
at what hour is not known. 

The preparations for the reception and 
entertainment of the Second Georgia reg- 
iment and for a grand review of the brave 
soldiers are progressing in a most satis- 
factory manner, and the return of the 
regiment promises to be one of the most 
important events that Atlanta has wit- 
nessed in gome time. The entire city is 
interested in the return of the soldier boys, 
and iff the arrangements which are under 
preparation for their reception and enter- 
tainment. 

Both the Army and Navy League and the 
Young Ladies’ Relief Association have ta- 
ken steps for the entertainment of both 
of the regiments, and Colonel Oscar Brown 
has accepted the invitations of both of 
these organizations. A number of other 
organizations in the city are joining in the 
movement, and will aid in the entertain- 
ment of the regiment and will participate 
in the reception which will be accorded 
them. . 

One of the most important features of 
the day Will be the parade review of the 
regiment. The regiment will be reviewed 
by the governor, the mayor and a number 
of other prominent officials and citizens. 
The entire city will witness the parade, 
and the schoolchildren wil] in all probabil- 
ity be given an opportunity to join in the 
reception to the troops. 

Governor Atkinson is especially anxious 
that arrangements be made whereby the 
Second regiment will reach Atlanta dur- 
ing the early forenoon of Thursday, and 
be allowed to spend the day in Atlanta 
and parade through:the streets and take 
part in the programme which is now in 
preparation by the enthusiastic and patri- 
Otic admirerg of the young men. 

Acting on Uvhis desire, the governor yes- 
terday morning wired to the war depart- 
ment requesting that the regiment be al- 
lowed to spend Thursday in the city, that 
it might be reviewed. Following is the 
telegram: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 19, 1898.—Sec- 
retary of War, Washington, D, C.: I re- 
quest that the quartermaster at Huntsville 
be directed to arrange for the movement 
of the Second Georgia regiment, United 
States volunteer infantry, so that it will 
reach Atianta in the forenoon. 

“As the regiment is largely from this 
city, it is the universal desire that you per- 
mit the entire regiment to stop here dur- 
ing the day. I am extremely anxious that 
this be done, and I hope you will grant 
request. 

“All companies to be mustered out can 
leave there for designated points in the 
evening ‘without inconvenience.

In addition to this, Governor Atkinson 
wired to Congressman Adamson, who is in 
Washingeton, requesting that be make a 
personal request similar to the one made of 
the department by Governor Atkinson. 

The city counci] yesterday afternoon ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of Messrs, 
Hammond, Dozier, Burns, LaHatte and 
Mitchel] to co-operate with the Army and 
Navy League in the entertainment of the 
Second regiment. 

The ‘confederate veterans of Atlanta 
have received an invitation to participate 
in the ceremonies, and General Evans has 
the following to say for the benefit of the 
veterans: 

“@]The confederate veterans of Atlanta 
and of the state have been cordially in- 
vited to take part in the weremonies next 

Thursday morning at the’ reception of the 
Second Georgia regiment, which is about 
to be discharged. This is an invitation 
which they ought to accept. This splendid 
regiment is composed of our sdns who vol- 
unteered from Georgia to fight for their 
country, and they deserve al] the honor 
which can be paid them. It is earnestly 
hoped and requested that the camps in 
Atlanta and those near this city will be 
represented in full force.

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THE ELECTION FOR WATER BONDS 
will occur October 5th and it is urged 
that every registered voter go to the polls 
and vote for the proposed ‘issue of $200,- 
006 in bonds to be used for the extension 
of the city’s mains. 

It is stated by these who understand the 
situation thorougihly, that the amount of 
bonds to be voted for will be sufficient to 
complete the waterworks system of At- 
lanta and will put water in practically 
every locality in the city. 

Not only this, but the bonds can be is- 
sued without one cent’s increase in tax- 
ation and the revenue derived from the 
new mains will pay the interest on the 
bonds the first year, and every year there- 
after there will be additional revenue to 
provide the requisite sinking fund called 
for in the ordinance under which the 
bond election is held.

Money laid out in that way is not an ex- 
pense, but an investment. 
the city upon $200,000 applied in laying wa- 
ter mains will produce an income very 
much more than sufficient to pay the an- 
nual interest, and enough accumulated 
over and above the interest in the form 
of a sinking fund to rapidly extinguish the 
principal. 

‘This is very well illustrated by a lUttle 
comparison, The income of the city from 
waterworks in 1896 was $83,339.39. In 1897 
it was $92,484.92. Here was an increase Of 
$9,145.58. The city council authorized us 
to expend $35,000 for laying water mains 
in 1897. In 1898 the appropriation for lay- 
ing new mains ig only $15,000. The increas- 
ed revenue this year from the waterworks 
will approximate $6,000. If we had been 
enabled to lay as much water pipe in 1898 
as we did in 1897 the increase in revenue 
would have been as much If not more this 
year than it. was last, True very much 
of this increase arises from taps or ser- 
vices made in the older parts of the city, 
where pipes were laid previously to last 
year, but making full allowances for that, 
it is safe to say that the city realizes on 
an average from 10 to 2 per cent of reve- 
nue annually from the cost of all the new 
pipe she lays in her streets. So that as a 
financial and business venture there can 
be no question whatever that the invest- 
ment is a safe and wise one. The interest 
on $200,000 will be $8,000. I feel sure that 
in a very few years, if the new pipe Is 
laid, the city will be deriving an income 
from such new pipe amounting to $25,000 
or more, and this continually increasing 
as wells give out and as the city grows. 

“Tt is not ohly wise for the city to pros- 
ecute vigorously the work of extending 
the water mains Into every street in a bus- 
iness point of view, but such a policy is 
dictated by the very highest views of hu- 
manity. The repeated conclusions reported 
by the board of health, with the most over- 
whelming and convincing statistics gath- 
ered by that body, shows that in almost 
every instance where typhoid fever and 
other zymotic diseases occur in our city 
it is attributable to drinking well water. 
There are nearly 20,000 houses in Atlanta 
and suburbs. Only about one-third of 
these use the city water. The others use 
water from wells on the premises. It is 
almost a sham for us to have to say that 
many such persons, though they would 
gladly use the city water if they could get

The crowd pleaded guilty and the house- 
keeper was fined $10.75 and the others $3.75. 


Quality of Mercy Not Strained. 

“I throw myself on the mercy of the 
court,’’ said Sergeant James Ridge, of the 
First volunteer Geargia regiment. “I went 
into a saloon to get a glass of beer’ and a 
negro ran against me and nearly pushed 
me down, and I just whirled and slapped 
him a time or two, I am on your mercy, 
if the court please.”’ 

The quality of mercy was not. strained 
with Judge Andy, and he let the soldier 
go because there Was no one present to 
prosecute him. 
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court, he deems it due to the public, due 
to the court and due to the jury commis- 
sioners, themselves, and to all concerned 
that this matter should be investigated. 
If any offense against the law has been 
committed ‘in cOnnection with the subject 
matter referred to, let proper actiun be 
taken by your body.

“The question for your consideration 
and investigation is not whether you would 
have included or excluded certain rames 
from the jury list, Which the commussion- 
ers have done.

list. The jury commissioners, not the 
grand jury, determine whether a given

sons (even some good citizens), whose 
names have been included or excluded. 
“The jury commissioners are required 
by laws to revise the jury list and select 
from the books of the tax receiver upright 
and intelligent men to serve as jurors, 
and from this not exceeding two-fifths of 
the whole number are selected to serve 
as grand jurors; and the jury commis- 
sioners are required to discharge their duty 
faithfully and impartially and to the best 
of their skill and knowledge. 
Where Is the Wrong, if Any? 

“You will have before you a copy of the 
statement made by Mr. Brown referred to 
in the earlier part of this charge. Exam- 
ine it, investigate it and see whether or 
not some other person has committed an 
offense in relation to the matter therein 


referred to. If the jury commissioners 
have committed no offense in respect to 
this matter, the investigation will make 


it ciear. If no other person has done or 
attempted any wrong, that will also be 
made clear. If any one has. knowingly 
sought to corrupt public justice which 
would authorize a presentment, then you 
would do your duty under the law. 

‘You will understand me that I do not 
know, nor do I mean to say or to intimate 
that any one has done any improper act in 
connection with this matter, but the «om- 
munication placed before the court and the 
matters detailed therein have caused much 
discussion and interest, and I think, ren- 
ders it necessary to inquire promptly 
whether or not any one has knowingly 
sought to improperly and unlawfully affect 
the making up of the jurv list. If it be 
found that such a thing has been done, 
let it be dealt with so that it mav happen 
no more. If not, let it be so found, so 
that no unwarranted suspicion or unmerit- 
ed criticism shall rest upon any one. 

“You will have the benefit of the coun- 
se] of the solicitor general in considering 
the law and he will aid vou in this regard.

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Figures on Municipal Ownership. 

Editor Constitution—The public are eager- 
ly discussing the municipal ownership ques- 
tion. Theories are all very well, but facts 
speak for themselves and we give below 
some interesting data of what our neigh- 
bors are doing in that direction, both in 
the United States and in the world at large. 

Six years ago only twenty citites of the 
United States owned their electric lighting 
plants; now there are 333 electric light 
plants in operation under municipal owner- 
located in thirty-nine 
States and territories, furnishing 26,087 arc 


lights and 371,440 incandescent lights and 
representing a capacity of ~70,000 horse 
power. Ohio has _ forty-one municipal 


plants; Michigan thirty-five: Illinois thir- 
ty-five; lowa twen- 
ty-three; Missouri nineteen; Indiana eigh- 
New York fourteen: Pennsylvania 
: and Massachusetts eleven. 
These figures were compilea py the city 
electrician of Chicago, 

The Engineering News, of New York, 
recently gave an account of the electric 
light plant at Johnson, Vt, a Village of 
600 people. The total outlay for the plant 
was $5,600. The charge for 16-candle-power 
incandescent light is: For first light, $3 
per year; for extra lights in the same 
room, $2 per year; for lights in bedroom, 
$l per year. At this price, after paying all 
expenses, including interest on bonds for 
the plant, the village which owns the 
plant has sixty street lamps of 30-candle 
power free, and there was a net profit paid 
into the local treasury last year of $231. 
k'rom these figures we can arrive at the 
cost of a lamp. if the town had the bonds 
paid, so no interest account would be neces- 
Sary, and the town paid pro rata for its 
lignts the actual cost of furnisning a ilt- 
canale-power itamp would be less tnan $0 
cents per year. 
Detrvit owns its own waterworks, owns 
and operates an electric lighting plant, 
nxes the price of illuminating gas at $1 and 
fuel gas at W cents per 1,0 treet, and se- 
cured a 3-cent fare during working. hours. 

lhe city of Boston owns a municipal 
printing plant, on which it made a profit 
uf $6,36u cues the -first six months of its 

e average cost of ] : 
light in 131 cities in the United FP ay ner shang 
ated by private enterprises is 56 cents per 
The average cost of electric 
light in twenty-four cities jn the United 
States operated by public enterprise is 2% 
cents per candle power. Last year, Man- 
chester, Englund, made a profit of $100,000 
from its municipal electric light, Bradford 
made $30,000 and Edinburgh made $17,500. 

The city of Anderson, Ind., claims that 
if it gains the ownership of the water 
works, the electric light plants and the 
Street railways, there will be no need to 
levy a cent’s taxation. They have already 
gained possession of the waterworks and 
the street lighting plant, and recently 
Closed a deal whereby they gain possession 
of the commercial lighting plants. The in- 
come from these plants will amount te 
0,000 annually. Steps are being taken to 
get possession of the other public service 
plants, 

The city of Birmingham, England, now 
builds and runs street railways, gasworks, 
electric lighting plant, water supply and 
Turkish baths. It buys the food that is 
sold in and owns the markets of Birming- 
ham, selling the food itself. It buil 
houses for artisans and rents them. It 
owns and operates a farm, a printing es- 
tablishment and a woolen milf, and is in 
the egg business. In 1871 the city was one 
of the filthiest spots on earth. In that 
year municipal ownership began. Today it 
is one of the cleanest and Best governed 
cities in the world. 

In Switzerland, Basle, Zurich and St. 
Gall, three of the biggest cities, own their 
own electric street railways, and Berne and 
Lausanne will soon do likewise. A number 
of smaller towns and villages are success- 


fully operating electric lighting plants, 
waterworks, etc. The government owns 
the telephone system, and: a telephone 


message can be sent to.any part of the re- 
public for 5 cents. The government of 
Switzerland also owns the railroads, and 
they are selling tourtsts’ tickets, good for 
fifteen days’ continuous riding in any di- 
rection, over any of their roads, for 30 
francs, equal to about $6.25 in our money. 
For 40 cents a day one can travel hundreds 
of miles amidst. the magnificent mountain 
ecenery. 
The profits from the municipal street 
railway in Glasgow in 1898 were $502,000, or 
nearly three times as much as they were 
in 1895, and the city has erected the Peo- 
ple’s Palace, a magnificent public building. 
from part of the profits of the municipal 
street railway. This citv condemned and 
bonght up the wretched tenement slums 


and erected in their place the very best 


form of modern, sanitary buildings, con- 
taining one, two, three, four or five-room 
apartments, which the city rents to the 
tenants at from $3 to $17 a month. The 
water and gas rates, which are paid by the 
city, are merely nominal and reduce the 
cost of living to a minimum. There are al- 
together over 1,000 of these suits of rooms 
or flats owned by the city and rented at 
prices named above, and it {is estimated 
that there are over 6,000 people accommo-

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BICYCLES FOR PUN 


Will Bell Arrested, and He Is Believed 
To Be a Noted Rogue, 


MYSTERIOUS THEFT OF WHEELS 
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Stealing Always Done in Broad Day- 
light and Publicly. 


LOST WHEEL THAT LED TO BELL’S ARREST 


Police Were Looking for the Bicycle 
Thief for Over a Year—What 
Bell Has To Say. 
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This man stole just because he 
thought it was funny’to rob owners 
of wheels. 
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YESTERDAY THERE WAS CAUGHT 
by the city detectives a bicycle thief who 
has long been wanted and who has stole 
enough wheels in the crty to start a bicycle 
shop. This thigf has a remarkable record 
in that he stole for the pleasure of wheel- 
ing and not for mere mercenary gain. It 
is true that he sold some of the wheels, 
but that was only occasionally, and when 
he disposed of a bicycie it was because he 
wented a newer one of another make. 

For nearly a year bicycles have been 
mysteriously stolen by a daring thief, for 
in every instance the wheel was taken 
from the sidewatk curbing, where it had 
Been temporarily left by the owner. One 
of the bicycles thus taken was ridden away 
from the police barracks at 2 o'clock in 
t Fis afternoon, when forty policemen were 
present. 

For ‘a long while people have been afraid 
to leave their wheels in the street cven 
for a short while. 

The man arrested calls himself Will Bell, 
but by the polide.he is now known vs Bi- 
cycle Bell, and the joke is said to have a 
true ring in it. Bell tried his game once 
too often. like all such fools will do when 
they begin to believe themselves immune 
from the avenger—law. Last Tuesday af- 
ternoon Mr. Ed Thompson, who owns a 
fine new wheel, left it in front of a etore 
on North Pryor street. He was gone tut 
a few minutes, and when he returned the 
wheel was gone. 

Mr. Thompson began to search for his bi- 
cycle, and he was told Sunday that a negro 
had been seen riding a wheel, resembling 
the one lost, in Summerhill, the negro set- 
tlement in the third ward. He obtained a 
description of the negro and gave it to 
the eity detectives. Yesterday Detective Ed 
Walton caught the regro, Will Bell, and 
locked him up at police barracks. Evidence 
was at once obtained connecting Bell with 
the bicycle stealing, as he had loaned 
the wheel to another negro. 

Then it turned out that Bell was the e- 
gro who had been stealing all the v heels 
that had been lost for the past year; at 
least, that is what che police beileve, 

Fell would admit nothing. He stutborr- 
ly denied that he had ever taken a bicycle, 
although he wore a sweater when arrested 
and looked as though he was fixed up for 
a ride on another new wheel. 

Bell, if he is the ncted bicycle thief, al- 
ways rode off on wheels in broad daylight. 
Those who saw him could not believe but 
what he had a right to ride the wheel he 
selected, so bold was he about the theft. 
It was his very boldness that kept him so 
long out of trouble. 

One of Bell’s friends stated that he never 
took a wheel in his. life except for the 
love of riding. On one or two occasions, 
it is said, he actually returned the stolen 
wheels because it ‘‘was not fit to ride.’ 
After riding a wheel until he was tired 
of it or until it wore out he disposed of it 
for a small price and then stole another. 
He showed consideravle tact and taste in 
selecting his wheels und rarely ever took 
one that was not his size or was not in 
good condition.

If the proposed issue of bonds is assent- 
ed to, no part of the principal will be paid

the news of the death of Migs Winnie Davis 
was announced in yesterday’s Constitution. 
Many felt the sorrow almost as keenly as 
if a member of their own family had died. 

The camps of confederate veterans, the 
Daughters of the Confederacy and the of- 
flcers of the confederate organizations held 
meetings and adopted resolutions of sym- 
pathy which were forwarded to Mrs, Davis, 
General Clement A. Evans sent the follow- 
ing telegram of condolence to Mrs. Davis: 

“All confederate veterans beg to share 
your sorrow.” 

Commander A. J. West, of camp No. 159, 
Sent the following: 

“Atlanta camp No. 159, United Confeder- 
ate Veterans, with Jeep sorrow extends 
profoundest sympathy.’’ 

A very important meeting if the Atlanta 
camp was held last night, at which the 
death of Miss Winnie was feelingly com- 
menwed upon, and the old heroes showed 
the deep love they still bear to the family 
of their dead chieftain.

COUNCIL BROKE THE RECORD FOR 
the year yesterday afternoon by holding a 
four hours and a half session. Many mat- 
ters were considered, the majority of which 
were mostly routine business and devoid of 


interest. 

The consideration of the report of the in- 
vestigating committee appointed to ascer- 
tain if any reductions could be made in 
public expenditures consumed some time 
and brought out lively debating. The ma- 
jority report was the only one really con- 
sidered and as shown in another column 
many of the reeommendations made by the 
committee were either turned down or fre- 
ferred to committees. 

Concerning the recommendation to raise 
the salary of Superintendent Brewster, of 
the Grady hospital, Messrs. Lumpkin, Rice 
and Mayson opposed the increase on the 
grounds that with his board and washing 
free $60 a month was sufficient salary for 
the management of that institution. Mr. 
Hammond thought that a man of Dr. 
Brewster’s experience and ability should 
have more money. Dr. Stephens opposed 
the recommendation on the grounds that 
the committee had ‘been appointed to re- 
duce instead of increasing expenses. The 
vote was 11 to 1 agains®ahne recommenda- 
tion. Councilman Hammond being the only 
councilman standing squarely in favor of 
Dr. Brewster. 

The recommendation that lights in pri- 
vate alleys be discontinued; that the two 
lights under Forsyth street bridge be taken 
out: that the electric light committee be 
requested to investigate the Doran light, 
and that the question of municipal owner- 
ship of a light plant be investigated were 
all referred to the electric light committee. 
The recommendation that the recorder’s 
salary be reduced Was killed outright by 
the following vote: 

Yes—Rice, Mitchell, 
Stephens, Dozier—+. 

Nays—Woodward, Mayson, Camp, 
Hatte, Dorsey, Burns, Howard, Thomson, 
McCullough, Hammond—10. 

The recommendation to have the comp- 
troller appointive by the mayor, subiect to 
the approval of council, and to change the 
system of bookkeeping in the comptroller’s 
office brought out a spirited discussion. 
Messrs. Lumpkin, Rice and Dorsey opposed 
it on the grounds that the office should not 
be taken out of the hands of the peonte. 
Mr. Mayson thought the new plain would 
tend to take the office out of the hands of 
political influences and would result in a 
more satisfactory system of bookKeeping. 
Mr. Hammond thought action snou'd be 
postponed in order that the mayor, who fa- 
vyored the change, might he abie to give 
his views. The recommendation was voted 
down as follows:

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Marked Weakness of Sugar Unsettied the 
Market Early. 


SUGAR MADE BAD BREAK

Made Up Two-Fifths of Total Transac- 
tions—Average Speculator in Doubt 
as to the Market’s Course. 


New York, September 19.—The stock mar- 
Ket started off this morning as though it 
had shaken off the incubus of the recent 
ught money scare, but tne marked Weak- 
ness of Sugar, which made up two-fifths of 
ihe total transactions, unsettled the tone 
early and carried prices below Saturday's 
level. The decline was quite steady and 
gZeneral for the remainder of the day. Iyvi- 
uently last week's sharp recovery was ‘the 
result of extensive covering of short lines 
by speculators and the general speculative 
public is now prepared to pause and take 
wreath to study how far the last oscillation 
of the market has brought prices to the 
true level of values. It is more and more 
evident that tne late apprehension over a 
squeeze in money was largely nctitious. 
How far the efforts to manipulate the 
money rate were influenced by the naturul 
desire of money to effect a reaction in the 
stock market cannot be definitely ascertain- 
ed, but it might be ascertained that very 
powerful financial interests who have a 
dominating voice in the control of vast 
surplus eapital had taken their profits in 
stocKs and were willing to see a reaction. 
it is obvious, however, that their motive 
in taking profits must have been a con- 
Viction that prices were equal to or in ex- 
cess of their true value. The problem of 
today's speculator is whether the reaction 
has carried prices below their value or 
whether conditions have so far changed 
as to have increased their value. The 
montnly report of the treasury bureau of 
statistics, just issued, throws light on the 
money question. The amount of circula- 
tion, after deducting sums in the treasury 
on August Ist, was $162,727,205 greater than 
one year before. Saturday's treasury state- 
ment showed that the cash balance in the 
treasury had increased since that time a 
little over $63,000,v0. This would leave an 
increased circulation for the year of about 
$170,000, not counting the imports of 
gold and the increase in bank circulation 
since August Ist. Neither does this take 
account of the large increase in the last 
few weeks of government deposits with 
the banks. There is room, therefore, for 
a very largely increased use of money in 
the country in spite of the treasury’s ab- 
sorption by the loan. The actual surplus 
reserve of New York banks, although re- 
duced to less than $5,000,000, also requires 
some qualifying considerations. For one 
thing, the government deposits are secured 
by government bonds, thus obviating the 
necessity of actual cash reserves to secure 
them. Some of these banks do not report 
their government deposits eat all in i2adaing 
out clearing statements. Furthermore, the 
surplus reported is above the 25 per cent 
requirement, although the state banks «are 
required by law to maintain only 15 per 
cent of reserve. These facts explain why 
the measures of relief offered by the treas- 
ury department have not been availed of.

Chicago, September 19.—Heavy receipts 
aud a large increase in the visible supply 
had a depressing effect on wheat today and 
resulted in a decline of about ‘gc in both 
the September and December options, Corn 
was heavy with wheat and declined “ce. 
Oats closed practically unchanged after an 
exceptiona!ly dul session, Provisions were 
weak throughout and closed 5@124¢ lowe* 

Wheat exhibited some hesitancy during 
the first half hour’s trading. Receipts im 
the northwest were exceptionally heavy. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reporting 1,923 
cars, agains: 1,445 last week and 1,313 a year 
ago and, though the crowd was in a mcas- 
ure prepared for this, yet enough liquida- 
tion wnd short selling resulted to cause 
prices to sag for a time. Decém er, which 
opened unchanged at 625@2%, declining to 
f2%c This show of weakness wits only 
temporary, however, Notwithstanding the 
heavy northwest receipts, prices at Duluth, 
especially ffor cash wheat, were firm, and 
this fact caused a bullish feeling to xgrad- 
ua'ly develop. Besides the firmnesa uf the 
northern market prices here were neiped to 
a certain extent by the small Russian ehip- 
ments—1,200,000 bushels—and the receipt 
both here and at New York of numerous 
foreign buying orders. Many of tie early 
sellers turned buyers, amd in the ahsence o! 
any particular selling pressure December 
soon recovered its early loss, alveneing to 
f2%c before the demand was satisfied. For 
some time after that price was reached the 
market ruled very dull, but was steady un- 
til after the visible supply statemen: Was 
completed, This showed an increase of 
1,782,000 bushels, making the tota! 10,188,000 
bushels, compared with 17,140,000 bushels a 
year ago.

The 
general drift of events Uvurng the week 
‘has tended to awrn the “bears’’ 1G cover 
and the “bulls” to buy. Sterliig exchange 
has failen to the gold Iimpocvune pont, 
and some considerable engagc wents Lave 
already been made for shipping the metal 
to this port. There has ais) been some 
eusing in the rates for money, conseutent 
upon offerings from out-of-town sources 
and it has been accepted as a good symp- 
‘om that the new bonds are being taken 
ip more rapidly. On ‘Tlaursday the teas- 
ury placed $6,000,000 of cash deposi: with 
city banks, against security of bund al)lat- 
ments. Also, the money officia] -tatoment 
Of foreign trade showed that ‘ti: c2>ceéss 
of exports over imports continues with 
but littl abatement from the extraordi- 
nary proportions of several mont’: past. 
This succession of encouraging ev-).is has 
changed the tone of business at the etock 
exchange and encouraged buyi:s, und at 
tne moment the indications point io a pro- 
longed continuation of activity. 

The money market has verged 1 pon 
somewhat critical condi,ion, wiich 
not been generally anticipated. 
beginuing of July the Assdeint 
heid about $250,000,000 of speci] 
tenders, and the surplus resecve : : wat 
$61,000,000, This extraordinary accuiaula- 
tion of lawful money was regarded as 
placing the banks in an unusually strong 
position for meeting the autumn demand 
fOr interior crop movements and the ex- 
pectation of an unuswal plehora of lkan- 
able funds until] the end ‘of the vear was 
quite general. The loca] stock of money 
had never been equaled but once, namely, 
in February, 1894. when we were in the 
midst of the great reaction from the liq 
dating process consequent upon ‘tne »y 
of isv3s. Under such ceonditions, few an- 
ticipated that by the middle of September 
the New York banks would hive their 
attention attracted to the condition of their 
reserves; and yet such is the fact. Their 
Stock of lawful money has iatlen from 
$2.0,000,000 on July 2d, to $190,000,000 on Sep- 
tember Yin, and their surplus reserves 
from $61,500,000 to $7,000,000. “Shis decrease 
is in only a smal!) degree due to the usual 
fal} shipments of money tv the interior: 
for this year they bave so far been almost 
nominal, amounting, up to last yeek, to 
not mere than $3,000,000 or 34,000.60. The 
explanation of tue pusition is to be found 
almost entirely in our war fininee, ond 
more especially in the payments on ae- 
count of the $290,000,000 Joon. 

The payments aiready made to the treas- 
ury on this operation amount to about $166,- 
000,000, and considerably more than half that 
sum has been temporarily advanced by our 
local banks to institutions in the interior 
for making these settlements. fhHis has 
immense.y swelled the bank ioans, vu! 
must be remembered, as an offset aua''st 
that factor, that the banks are free to cal; 
upon their Interior correspondents 4 ary 
moment for the liquidation of these a3. 
vances. The now outstanding advances on 
this account are understood to preiwent a 
very large aggregate, but the larzer it i; 
the larger their ability to aecommodat: 
local Wants by calling in these outsme 
loans, and this factor gives an ample se- 
curity against the present situation 1ttun- 
ning into anything like a _ troublesome 
stringency. These facts really constitute 
a strong situation for the local banka, for 
i? their reserves are comparatively low, 
they have the means of amply rep!uisuing 
them promptly in the event of neeJ. It 
may suit the convenience of the iater‘or 
banks to employ at a higher «ate of in-

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terest the funds they have thus, precured

| at the lower metropolitan rates, but they 


are amply able to liquidate the sdvinces 
on demand, as the amount of money in that 
class of banks is now very unusua'lly large, 
and for that reason @iso the demand for 
money for crop movements is likely to be 
exceptionally light this year. It fs also to 
be kept in mind that the disbursements o! 
the treasury must continue abnormally 
large for some time to come, by which the 
money drawn into the treasury will oe 
gradually returned to public circulation or 
to the benks. Another point favoring an 
early return to comparative ease in money 
is the resumption of imports o? gold. The 
engagements of that nature = already 
amount to about $5,000,000; and as the Au- 
gust exports of merchandise exceeded the 
imports by 35,000.000 it is plain that the 
trade baiance is likély to keep foreign ex- 
change close upon the gold-importing point 
for some time to come. Under these condi- 
tions, there is nothing in the present condi- 
tion of the bank reserves to make even 
nervous borrowers uneasy. We are plainly 
on the way toward a long period of com- 
fortable ease in money. 

The exports of merehandise have exceed- 
ed the imports by $352,000,000, wile for the 
same months of 1897 the surplus was £95,400,- 
000 and. in 1896, $109.700,000. The creditor bal- 
ance of this year has been set off by net 
gold imports amounting to $92,400,000, leav- 
ing 2 net creditor balance, on the commer- 
cial account, of $259,800,000, or at the rate of 
$346,400,000 per annum.

YESTERDAY WAS HAT DAY IN AT- 
lanta. It was the occasion of the fall 
millinery opening, and@ at an early hour the 
different millinery establishments in the 
city were packed and jammed with femi- 
nine humanity seeking new conceits in au- 
tumn headgear. 

All day long fair women, and others not 
quite so fair, literally fell over each other 
in a mad rush to get first choice of the 
many handsome products of the milliner’s 
art.

WAS PRIOR TO NEWS OF PEACE. 


Cubans Captured Spanish Steamer Be- 
fore Armistice Was Known. 
Santiago de Cuba, September 19.—A gov- 
ernment steamer left Sunday night to bring 
back General Castillo and his staff from 
Santa Cruz, whither they had gone to con- 
fer with the Cuban provisional government. 
In regard to the story about Manzanillo, 
prior to the news of peace, the Cubans had 
captured the small steam launch Fernando 
in the harbor. One Cuban was killed next 
day when the Spaniards attempted to re- 
capture the launch. The Fernando was

move was made an attack would be begun 
by the entire force of Cubans. 

The Cubans then began making prepara- 
tions for the attack and mined the entrance 
to the Cauto river. The Spanish comman- 
der gave no further intimation of a desire to 
disturb the Cubans, but thereafter he re- 
fused to allow the Cubans to come to the 
town to purchase food.

HAS INCREASED ITS FACILITIES. 


Immense New Warehouse of the Sea- 
board at Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va., September 19.—(Special.)— 
Norfolk people as well as southern tourists 
familiar with harbor surroundings here 
who went north three or four weeks since 
and returned within the past few days 
via the steamer line have been surprised to 
find within that short period that an addi- 
tional immense warehouse has been com- 
pleted on the Seaboard Air-Line’s water 
frontage. From the incoming steamers, 
looking to the right, this commodious 
Structure seems to assume a natural and 
business-like air among its sister ware- 
houses, all bearing the Seaboard Air-Line’s 
Standard color, stretching in an unbroken

A repcrter had quite a pleasant vist 
through the new warehouse with Mr. J. 
W. Connell, tne seaboard’s forwarding 
agent, and from him gained some inter- 
esting information as to the efforts ind 
progress that company is making in the 
deve.opment of this port. It stands to the 
credit of the Seaboard’s management that 
additional facilities are constantly required 
to take care of its business. This is espe- 
clally applicable in the case of its new 
warehouse, as the new building is to be 
devoted exclusively to the handling of 
cotton brought from territory contiguous 
to its line for export business, indicating 
that the movement of this commodity 
through Norfclk port is on the increase, 
notwithstanding the impetus given in re- 
cent years to the establishment of mills 
throughout the south for the development 
of home consumption of cotton. 

It is well known that the erection of mills 
throughout the south has resulted in the 
consumption of a vast amount of the staple 
and a consequent reduction of shipments 
on maény lines to northern markets ird 
foreign ports. The erection of mills on the 
Seaboard Air-Line alone, however, . with- 
in tne past twelve months has increased 
largely the tonnage in factory pro.lucis, 
and with other factories now in course of 
erection, it is a strong evidence of faith 
in the south's resources and speaks well 
for the progressiveness of ,that company 
that additional facilities are provided for 
cotton shipments.
